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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . In light of applicant's response filed 07/27/07, the election of species set forth in the 
action dated 05/29/07 has been withdrawn. Accordingly, claims 26-48 and 57-76 will be treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 38, 60, 61, 62, and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. In claim 38, the phrase M TiC>2, AI2O3, or Zr(>2, or a mixture of alumina and 
praseodymium oxide" is unclear, rendering this claim indefinite. It appears that the word "or" 
should be deleted at the first occurrence. 

5. Claims 60 and 67 contain improper Markush language, rendering this claim indefinite. 
See MPEP 2173.05(h). Language such as "a metal fluoride, a mixture of metal fluorides, a metal 
oxide, or a mixture of metal oxides" should be employed. 

6. Regarding claim 61 , this claim contains improper Markush language, rendering it 
indefinite. The phrases "selected amongst" (line 1) and "selected amongst the" renders these 
claims indefinite, since the members of a Markush group must be closed. See MPEP 2173.05(h). 
Language such as "selected from the group consisting of should be employed. 
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7. Claim 62 contains improper Markush language, rendering this claim indefinite. 
Language such as "selected from the group consisting of acrylic latexes, methacrylic latexes, and 
polyurethane latexes" should be employed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 26-37, 39-48, 57-59, 63-66 and 68-76 are allowable over the prior art of record.
